there is no rush for the business 
even at that figure, Yost reveal­ 
ed. Only one laundry, which of­ 
fered that bid, was willing to do 
the job at all, he said. 
Once the schools used to fur­ 
nish the towels and pay 65 cents 
per hundred for laundering. But 
the towels gradually 
wore 
out. 
Now, no towels could be purchas­ 
ed, even if the board wanted to 
furnish its own, Yost said. 


School authorities are scratch­ 
ing hard to “keep ’em signing” as

It is a curious fact th a t labor w an ts a firm 
ceiling price on th e products produced

farmer- but not on th e wages of labor. Someone 
ough t to tell official W ash in gton th at an 
old 
adage about “y ou can 't eat y our cake an d h ave if. 
too” is still true. Th e farm bloc w an ts “110 per 
cent of p an fv" but wan ts a ceiling on labor's 
wages. 
Somebody may suggest th at an h on est day 's 
work be paid an h onest wage and th row th e 
en tire th ing in to confusion. 


OFF AGAIN, ON AGAIN 
Obviously , M ajor General Lewis B. Hersh ey , j 
national director of Selective Service, is not th e j 
policy -forming auth ority for th e draftin g of men ; 
into th e armed forces. He is th e spokesman for j 
th e Congress and for th e admin istration and is 
attem ptin g to carry out th e wish es of th ese two. 
So th e w elter of confusion th at h as resulted in 
th e mind of th e public regardin g th e draft laws 
can n ot in full measure, at least be laid at th e 
gen eral's door.

It 
is not “ whichev er is lower.” but 
“ whichev er is higher.” If the re­ 
cent market price is higher than 
parity , 
the m arket price is to 
apply . 
If, on the other hand, the recent 
market price is lower than par­ 
ity —and this is still true of many 
farm products— the farmer is to 
be permitted to stabilize at ev en 
higher lev els than now ex ist! So, 
aside from reading the farm er a 


lecture, the city housewife contin­ 
ues to pay . 
After insisting that farm prices 
are now' too high and constitute 
an “ unfair priv ilege” and 
"fuel 
for fires of resentm ent,” the m ess­ 
age 
indicates that , their 
unfair 
prices are not to be lowered! This 
may make sense to a twelv e-cy l­ 
inder city lawy er like J udge Ros 
enman, but I am still too close 
to the hay stack to sav v y such 
language. 
Howev er, when all is said and 
done, the President is absolutely 
right in insisting that prices must 
not be permitted 
to go higher 
than they now are, if it is possi­ 
ble to hold them dowm and still 
maintain production 
as against 


continually rising tax es and other 
costs. This column has adv ocated 
for ov er a y ear a far sterner atti­ 
tude toward the w'hole inflation­ 
ary problem than the President or 
Congress has prev iously taken. 
As the President correctly points 
out, the purchasing power of in­ 
surance policies, sav ings, and pen­ 
sions shrinks as prices rise. He 
might hav e included Gov ernment 
bonds as well. Months ago, I point­ 
ed out that our people would not 
willingly continue to buy bonds 
for long unless they were made to 
feel confident that their Gov ern­ 
ment is doing all it can to protect 
the dollar v alue of its own prom­ 
ises. This, at long last, is appar­ 
ently to be done. 


Two factors indicate that cus­ 
tomers will 
occupy a fav orable 
position for some time to come. 
Sales hav e fallen off sharply in 
the last few months and future 
demands on the family pocket- 
book (higher tax es, war bonds, a 
prospectiv e increase in the cost 
of liv ing) will tend to curtail pur­ 
chases ev en more. In short, we 
are far from priv ation or stary a- 
tion.

cy . And “ little business” will be­ 
come the chief v ictim of federal 
noninterv ention. 
A 
recent surv ey rev eals that 
the great corporations— whole­ 
sale, retail and industrial— hav e 
built up the largest 
stockpiles. 
Whereas the big fellows hav e in­ 
creased their reserv es by an av ­ 
erage of six ty per cent or more, 
smaller merchants hav e shown a 
decline or hav e anticipated fu­ 
ture demand with only a negli­ 
gible margin of safety . Inequit­ 
able distribution is also regional 
in character. Certain geographi­ 
cally fav ored sections are able to 
fill orders more speedily and gen­ 
erously than others. Unless this 
unbalance is remedied there will 
arise the same howl that 
New 
England raised against the fail­ 
ure to apply rationing of gasoline 


to the Middle and Far West. The 
Yankees’ rebellious y ells still din 
in the White House ears. 
A canv ass of dealers rev eals a 
surprising willingness to submit 
to 
regimentation and re-alloca­ 
tion of stocks, ev en 
though 
it 
amounts to penalization 
of the 
more foresighted purchasers. All 
they ask is that inv entory con­ 
trols be applied in a fair and non­ 
political 
manner. 
The majority 
seem to fav or an automatic ar- 
l’angem ent under which a 
store 
would be apportioned a certain 
percentage 
of the 
merchandise 
which 
it 
sold 
during 
normal 
times. That method probably w ill 
be put into effect by the Hend­ 
ersonians.
